Roosevelt, on this last day of his tour 
of New England, escaped death or 
serious injury in art acident near this 
city in which one of his bodyguards, 
Secret Service Agent William D. Craig 
was killed outright, and D. J. Pratt, 
the driver of the coach occupied by 
President Roosevelt, Governor Crane 
and Secretary Corteiyou, sustained a 
fractured skull, which it is feared will 
result fatally. 


The coach, which was a regulation 


tally-ho vehicle was struck by an elec- 
tric car on the Pittsfield and Lenox 
street railway at about 9.30 o'clock this 
forenoon. 


The accident happened at a 
point 


about a mile and a half from this city 
near the Pittsfield country club house, 
while the president and his party were 
enjoying a coaching trip from Dalton 
Governor Crane's home, 
where 
the 


president passed the night, to Lenox 
a distance of about 20 miles over the 
Berkshire Hills. 


The car was in charge of Conductor 


James Keliy with. Motorman Luke J. 
Madden on the front platform. 


The car struck the coach in the rear, 


smashed in the back of the 
vehicle, 


which tipped over and its occupants 
were thrown to the ground. 


The car was not badly damaged. 
Both Motorman Madden and Con- 


ductor Kelly were at once arrested 
and brought to Pittsfield. 


Pratt, the driver, also was brought 


here and placed in the hospital. 


The president, who in falling from 


the coach sustained only slight bruises 
and a few scratches, and Secretary 
Cortelyou who suffered in a manner 
similar to that of the president with 
the exception tha he was cut on the 
head, was able to proceed to Stosk- 
bridge. where they were to meet the 
special train on which they had been 
traversing Now England and which 
had been sent forward from Dalton 
to await their arrival at Stockbridge.

ERRORS IN NEWSPAPERS. 


They Slip Through In Spite of Pains 


to Prevent Them. 


Few people realize the amount of 


care and attention the modern news- 
paper gives to securing accuracy, yet 
ludicrous "bulls" are constantly oc- 
curring in print. The famous Oxford 
Bible case proved the almost impossi- 
bility of absolute accuracy in print- 
ing. The story was that in England 
many years ago an effort was made to 
print a Bible -which should be typo- 
graphically perfect. Even" precaution 
was taken, every proof was read and 
re-read and read again by sepa^a^e 
corps of proofreaders. 
Wlien they 


had corrected, as they supposed, every 
error, the proofs were exposed in pub- 
lic places, and a reward ot £5 was of- 
fered for each error 
found. 
History 


records that on the first page a serious 
blunder was discovered. 


To prevent errors 
is 
one of 
i the 


hardest duties imposed upon the mod- 
e'rn newspaper man*. In the ordinary 
metropolitan paper of the west the lo- 
cal 
items—home 
nsws-—are 
read 


usuailly at least four times. First the 
reporter writes the story 
from his 


n tes. Every item is a story in news 
paper parlance. Before turning in hii 
story to the city editor the reporter is 
required to read his copy over care- 
fully and to correct all errors. Then 
the city editor gives the copy a care- 
ful second reading. Then the copy 
?oes 
to 
the 
compos.tor. who, of 


Bourse, reads it a third time as he puts 
t into type, which, with the original 
"opy, goes to the proofreader. He is 
:he man whom every one will blame 
if errors 
occur. 
Theoretically 
he 


must know everything. 
He niar,k£ 


••he errors he discovers, and the com- 
positor then resets lines wherein mis- 
takes have been made. Then another 
man sees that these corrected lines 
are placed in proper position and the 
erroneous lines are thrown out. Fre- 
quently this is not done carefully 
many paper shows. After all this is 
done the night editor and the makeup 
man or foreman usuallly glance over 
the type to see that no bad breaks are 
made. Yet they occur. 


There are a hundred and one ways 


in which funny blunders 
occur 
in 


printing a newspaper. For instance, 
recently when Calve was in San Fran- 
cisco the Examiner devoted nearly a 
page to excellent criticisms 
of 
the 


famous singer and her interpretation 
of Carmen. The criticism filled all 
but a small part of the page. The man 
in the composing room, seeking some- 
thing to fill out the space, 
found a 


short item with "Carmen" in the head 
and slapped it into the form. 'That 
was the reason wny a story ol tin 
trouble 
of San Francisco street car 


employees got mixed up with the item 
about the opera. All "Carmen" looked 
alike to the makeup man.

\vill be necessary to put two thick- 
nesses of building paper over it and a 
new iloor closely laid on the top of the 
paper. 
If the in.-.ii!<- walls of the old 


curing room be of lumber or plaster, 
two thicknesses of building paper may 
be put on and over them one thickness 
of matched lumber dressed on at least 
one side. The ceiiinir should be made. 
close iu a similar way. 
The windows 


should be made close, and double doors 
and windows should be put on for use 
in summer, as well as during the late 
autumn and winter. 


In a curing room :iO by 23 feet these 


improvements would cost i>l-!5 to $200 
for material and. labor, according to 
condition of room, price of lumber, 
cost of labor, etc., in the locality. At 
a factory turning out about 300 large 
cheeses per month such a curing room 
might be so used as to avoid some of 
the shrinkage in weight which would 
occur in an ordinary eflring room where 
the thermometer iluetuated between 
7U and 1)0 degrees. The saving might 
be one pound per cheese. The injury 
to the flavor and body of the cheese 
from 
overheating might in a great 


measure also be prevented. The extra 
value which might be realized out of 
the cheese from diminished shrinkage 
and superior quality would in a factory 
of the size mentioned probably be not 
less than 450 during the season. Above 
nil else great and lasting benefit would 
result to the cheese trade if all cheeses 
were cured iu a proper manner. 
The 


export demand would be increased and 
'risk of loss decreased.

Let no one be worried over the news- 


paper statement that the oleo men will 
sell tho pale product and with it ghe 
a capsule containing just enough col- 
oring material to color it to a beautiful 
yellow butter color.1 By the time 
Bridget has mixed the color into the 
oleo once or twice there will be an end 
to that kind of work. Those who have 
seen country butter which the makers 
attempted to color after it was made 
and remember the dismal streaks and 
variegated hues will have no fears of 
that method as a family practice. 


Much more threatening is the under- 


current working to cause the abandon- 
ing of all butter color in butter itself, 
depending upon the natural color of 
the butter to recommend it to the pub- 
lic. There is little, if anything, to be 
said against that for the present make, 
but when cows nre on dry feed the but- 
ter lacks the woll known and dis- 
tinctive butter color. 
Winter butter 


must be colored. The patron demands 
It. lie asks for a uniform color the 
year around, and it is the only way to 
protect it from the fraudulent competi- 
tion of oleo. Yellow is a color to which 
butter has a natural and inalienable 
right. Let none of the friends of pure 
butter be deluded by the outcry raised 
in some quarters against the securing 
of a uniform color the year around 
and that color tho natural color of.Junu 
butter. There are millions in this color 
question, and we are in no shape to 
lose millions by any tomfoolery.

mighty 
victory 
has been achieved. 


Now let us nil stand by our colors and 
reap the permanent fruits of that vic- 
tory.—Creamery Journal.

the cows. I would not do it, nor would 
I build the partition AA more than 
three feet high, thus permitting a free 
circulation of air. Horse stalls are live 
feet'wide. The box stalls adjacent to 
horse stalls are reached through the 
passage and may be entirely cut off 
from the stable proper, or they may be 
joined by a wire partition above the 
mangers. A carriage barn is afforded 
upon the same floor or may be used 
for tools. 
Hay and straw for horses 


will come down through shoots from 
above to each animal. CC represent 
grain shoots for horses and cows. A 
granary caoi be very handily located 
above these boxes or shoots, as one 
room in either place or two separate 
rooms, one for horse feed and the other 
for cows. 
The drive above will ac- 


commodate1 uuloa ding. 


It will be <jbs>er-\ ed that I have placed 


the box sfcdls or hospitals for cows at 
the opposite end from the horses and 
horse box stiills for two purposes—to 
secure plenty of sunlight and to equal- 
ize the space!so that animals would 
not be close together iu one end or por- 
tion and open spaces where animals 
do not stand ia another portion. This 
will always necessarily take place to 
some extent. Every effort should be 
put forth to ixvoid it. We must fight 
against condensation of moisture, and 
that always takes place where animals 
do not btiuuL simply because a lower 
temperature follows. This barn, with 
the climensicms given, will hold about 
fifty animals^ supplying an average of 
UOO cubic fc«et air per head, with an 
S1^. to 0 foot'ceiling. The reader may 
Query why a silo should be located in 
one corner. It is convenient, is it not? 
These roundl silos can add to the ar- 
chitectural appearance of a building If 
desired, and here is an opportunity to 
do it, put on a finished conical root", 
and you have something that will at- 
tract the passerby. The stable has ev- 
ery advantage of sunlight, with an 
eastern, southern and western exjw- 
sure. T'se not less than twelve lights. 
9 by 13 glass, every fifteen feet all 
around. Xo room in your house will 
be lighter, and none should be. The 
upper story can be arranged to suit 
the location. 


Dairy 


The disinfection of stables after a 


period of constant use should be a part 
of routine practice. Dairy stables in 
particular should be disinfected twice 
a year and of tenor if the conditions de- 
mand it. It is not possible to give 
many stables that thorough disinfec- 
tion thnt is possible in houses, because 
their construction will not admit of it, 
but it is possible to do very much and 
at little expense, writes Mr. A. W. Bit- 
ting, veterinarian of the Indiana exper- 
iment station, to the Jersey Bulletin. 


The ideal method of disinfection la 


by means of a gas, as that would have 
the power to penetrate everywhere. 
The effectiveness of this method de- 
pends upon securing a large volume of 
gas and maintaining It for some time. 
Unless the stable can be made tight u 
gas will be of little use. For all practi- 
cal purposes the gas produced by burn- 
ing sulphur over a pot of coals is the 
best if used in connection with steam. 
The dry sulphur fumes have little 
germ killing power, but when com- 
bined with steam In the air It forms a 
compound that is deadly. The boiling

commenced to read what others were 
doing in this matter. Heading set him 
to thinking, thinking set him to acting 
in the right direction, and that soon 
closed up a big leak. Here Is a fact 
that shows how important it is to 
know what the cows are doing: 


The Minnesota experiment station 


had two cows that they were experl 
menting with. 
Their names wuv 


Shorty and Swectbriar. The first year 
their record was kept Shorty j ielded 
312 pounds of butter and Sweetbriar 
270 pounds. 


But a change took place, and for the 


following six years the annual record 
stands as follows: Shorty, 1129 pounds 
of butter; Sweetbriar, 405 pounds of 
butter. 


Had these two cows been handled 


with the same ideas that most farmer.-; 
handle their cows the difference in 
value and profit of the two would nev- 
er have been known. 


Ask some men why they do not in- 


stitute a system of keeping a record 
of their cows, and their answers will 
be, "Oh, It is too much work," or 
"What's the use? I know all about 
my cows now," or, as one man put it. 
"Well, suppose I did make a test and 
found I had a lot of poor cows. 
I 


wouldn't want to sell them, because I 
must have fcomethiug to eat up my 
fodder." 
These answers betray a 


weakness of sound business judgment 
that these men ought to get rid ot. In 
reality it takes but little time if the 
farmer will arrange for it, and it la 
not true that the owner knows "all 
about his cows" unless he has tested 
them. The last man's objection amount- 
ed to .saying that he had better feed 
his fodder out at a loss than not food 
It at all. 
Most business men would 


have said, "Keep your hay and grain 
or sell them in the market rather than 
feed at a loss." 


In fact, all that is needed to start 


the average farmer on this roud are a 
little American pluck and a resolution 
to know all he can know about his 
own business. 


I have used a silo two years and con-
